Limon, of Knox county, on Tuesday 
last, was hanged to a telegraph pole 
one mil* east of John Lemon # farm, 
at S o’clock last night by a mob. 
Dillard was captured at Lawrence­ 
ville, Ills., late Wednesday, after a 
battle with the town marshal, during 
which tile' negro was shot three times 
and severely wounded. 
He was then 
taken to Robinson, Ills., for safe keep­ 
ing. 
Late yesterday afternoon

for further identification. 
A mob of 
40 or 50 farmers, heavily armed, took 
the prisoner from the officers. 
The 
negro was taken to the homes of both 
his victims and by them was idenri 
fled. 
From the home of Mrs. Lemon. 
IO miles east of here. the crowd start­ 
ed back to Sullivan with th*' pris­ 
oner, but one mile east of tho Lemon 
farm a rope was thrown over the.arm 
of a telegraph pole and the negro 
was hang* d. 
The governor had order* d out the 
Vincennes militia company 
to

tec-t the negro, but his instructions 
were received too late. 
After hanging the negro the mob 
quietly dispersed.
